The references taken alone or in combination does not expressly 
teach or render obvious, in the context of the claims taken as a whole, as recited in independent 
claims 1,15 and 19 in comparing the identity of the second application with an identity for a 
predetermined prioritized application to determine whether the second application is the 
predetermined prioritized application; and, in the event that the second application is the 
predetermined prioritized application, the computer resource determining whether it has the 
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authority to allocate itself to the second application; in the event that the computer resource has 
the authority to allocate itself to the second application, the computer resource allocating itself to 
the second application; and in the event that the computer resource does not have the authority to 
allocate itself to the second application, the computer resource requesting a decision as to how to 
be allocated. 

Nor was a reference uncovered that would have provided a basis of evidence for asserting 
a motivation that one of ordinary skill level in the art at the time the invention was made,
